Every st i<lent Has hereto­ 
fore been under more or less temptation 
to order up almost everything on the bill 
of fare "Just to sea wiiat it looks like'’— 
a temptation that is of course inherent 
In the American system of boarding w her­ 
ever it flourishes. 
To minimize mis waste 
these principal itenid 
have

placed on the menu at cost price—roast 
ribs of beef with dish gravy, for example, 
at 11 cents, 
or 
toast

chicken, 
stuffed, with giblet saure at 18--so th a t 
they must be ordered and paid for by 
ticket. 


The. am ount of flesh, fish and fowl con­ 
sumed is thus left to the inclination of 
each individual student boarder. All other 
articles of food remain as under the for­ 
mer system, and the cost of this "general 
board," together with the expense of ruo- 
nlng the hall, is still divided 
equally 
am ong the students.

lividual preferences. 
If, for Instance, one 
wants to emulate the treatm ent which Dr. 
Wiley's volunteer feeders recently u n d er­ 
went in the Interest of the United States 


department of agriculture, and do without 
meats entirely, one may henceforth do so 
w itheut having to pay p art of tho board 
of fellows who scorn vegetarianism.

the other hand, if the student, as is usu­ 
ally the case, fleets to be a hearty beef­ 
eater, the expense of his individual board 
is a personal matter, which the economy 
of the new system places at a really low­ 
er figure than it would formerly have 
amounted to 


The New System. 


The new system reduces the minimum 
board of tho "typical H arv ard m a n ” to 
about $2.60 a wpek, and m akes the average 
cost of student living in the hall run 
from .%'! to $5. 
It has fu rth e r an applica­ 
tion to the frequent ca s’ s of absences 
from meals. 
For every dinner he doesn't 
eat the student saves on his meat, fish 
or eggs: while at the same time the "gen­ 
eral board.” so called, compels him to 
pay his proportionate share of such ex ­ 
penses as must go on w h c th rr he is pres­ 
ent or no> 


Thus far this season the new system has 
worked admirably, and will, it is believed, 
effectually solve a question in Ihe econ­ 
omy of running a. big college dining hall 
that has long worried the student m a n ­ 
agers of the H arvard Dining association, 
affording perhaps a useful object lesson 
to other Institutions where the "American 
plan” Is followed without qualifications. 


There is, it should be said, one new item 
in the expense.' of the individual student, 
which eland.-, fur a regulation tha t doubt­ 
less appeared revolutionary to the expec­ 
tant throng of waiters when they assem ­ 
bled last September in the big Memorial 
basement to receive instructions before be. 
ginning the autum n season. 
There, is no 
more tipping at Memorial, and tho new 
I t em is a d i m e a d d e d to the weekly charge 
against rach l-oarder for the purpose of 
making a compensatory addition to the 
waiters' salaries. 
As there is about one 
waiter to 11 or 
students, this regular 
perquisite m a k 's ,,n appreciable increase 
in the colored brother's pay, and perhaps 
equals approximately the am ount previ­ 
ously distributed in tips. 
It Is not sup­ 
posed that the i ustom of tipping in Me­ 
morial has ever been a very serious m en­ 
ace lo J he democracy of H arv ard : but it 
has unquestionably caused a certain un­ 
evenness In ihe attention paid by Memo­ 
rial waiters to those who, under the con­ 
ditions of service in a college commons, 
quite as much as in those of a big hotel, 
are literally dependent upon the colored 
gentleman for their bread and butter. 


‘‘The directors of tho dining association,” 
to quote a rard which every waiter was 
given to read, ponder and accept before 
he entered upon his present year's work, 
"believe that fair wages, agreed to in 
advance, and sure to be paid, with no tips, 
are more just than low w'ages, with un­ 
equal, uncertain tips. 
Therefore tipping 
will not be continued.” The “s ta r board­ 
er” from the w aiter’s point of view has 
thus ceased to exist in the H arv ard com ­ 
mons.

O maha, 
Nov. 23.—The finding against 
United States Senator Charles H. Diet- 
rich for selling postoffices has startled the 
entire state. 
The case is so grave th a t it 
is the talk of the state. 
Involved with 
him is Jacob Fisher, postm aster of H a s t­ 
ings, Neb. 


The section under which the separate 
indictments against Senator Dietrich and 
Jacob F isher are draw n in section 1731 of 
the revised s tatutes of the United States, 
which provides th a t every member of con­ 
gress or an y officer of the governm ent 
who accepts any, money or other valuable 
consideration from any person fo r procur­ 
ing or aiding to procure any contract or 
office from the governm ent or from any 
officer of the I'nited States for any per­ 
son whatever, and every person, who, di­ 
rectly or indircctly, agrees to give any 
money or other valuable consideration for 
procuring or aiding to procure any such 
contract or office, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned for 
not more than two years and fined not 
more than $10,000; or any such contract or 
agreement may, at th e option of the presi­ 
dent, be declared absolutely null and void, 
and any member of congress or any of­ 
ficer convicted of violation of this section 
shall be disqualified from holding an y of­ 
fice of honor, profit or tru s t under the 
governm ent of the United States. 


The section under which the conspiracy 
indictm ent is draw n against both Diet- 
rich and F isher is section 5M0 of the 
statutes and provides 
th a t if two 
or 
more persons conspire to defraud 
the 
United States in any manner, and one or 
more of such parties do act to effect the 
object of the conspiracy, all the parties 
to such conspiracy shall be liable to a 
penalty of not more than $10,000 or to im­ 
prisonment for not more th a n two years, 
or to both fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court. 


Senator Dietrich w as elected by the leg­ 
islature of 1300-1901, to succeed Senator Al­ 
len, who w as 
appointed 
by Governor 
P oy n ter to fill the unexpircd term of the 
late Senator H ayw ard, who died before 
taking his seat. 
Ills term expires March 
3, 1305. 


P o stm aster Fisher was formerly mayor 
of H astings and has been prominent in 
Republican politics of N ebraska for sev­ 
eral years. 
He has been in O m aha for 
some time during the investigation of the 
grand Jury and was to have been placed 
o n the stand to testify before the grand 
jury.

military authorities.

The camps at both In­ 
dependence and Goldfield will be great­ 
ly strengthened and the search pressed 
for the perpetrators of the Vindicator 
explosion.

It is learned that James Thurlow, u 
miner employed at the Vindicator, was 
approached by three men in Cripple 
Creek on Friday night, and asked if he 
worked on the Vindicator. 
He said 
’Yes.'’ 
"Are you married?" one of 
them inquired. 
He answered in the af­ 
firmative'. 
Another one of the party 
spoke up and said, ‘ You had better not 
work tonight, then/' 
The men disap 
peared and Thurlow claims that he 
never saw then, any more. 
The same 
thing occurred to Thomas Baird, an­ 
other miner employed on this prop­ 
erty. 
The military and the sheriff's 
force are now making a diligent search 
for these men who gave the warning 
to the miners. 
However, clews so far 
are very slight. 


The funeral of Charles McCormick 
at the family home in Independence 
will take place tomorrow afternoon.

Then add 
two teaspoonfuls of coffee, stirring them 
well Into the water, and let tlie pot boil up 
four times. 
Between each boll the pot 
is to be removed from the rire and the 
bottom tapped gently till the froth on top 
subsides. 
But after the last boiling pour 
out the coffee into first oue cup and then 
the other, so as to evenly divide the froth, 
The coffee should be freshly roasted and 
ground almost as fine as flour “ —(New 
York Tribune.

The English authorities, w h o 
are i nrtii’ularly solicitous to prevent any 
money from their mail service going to 
help 
American shipping, 
hava regarded 
the foreign mail service a s a tool to help 
exclusively British companies, w h ile the 
American postal officials look upon it. as 
a purely business enterprise, a s an y pri­ 
vate corporation would, and send the let­ 
ters intrusted to their care by the quick­ 
est and most direct route. 
T hus it hap­ 
pens that practically all the British mall 
for the United States conies by the two 
British lines sailinir on W ednesdays and 
Saturdays from Liverpool. 
T h is plan is 
followed even to the extent of sending 
mail on nine and 
ten-day boats when 
there are others sailing on the sam e dates 
that make the voyajje in six. or seven 
days. 


A letter mailed in London on W ednesday 
is compelled to wait until Saturday before 
it starts on its .journey 
overseas and one 
mailed Saturday is delayed until W ed n es­ 
day. 
It is true that when envelopes are 
marked 
“via 
American 
packet" 
letters 
will be sent on the American line from 
Southampton but comparatively few peo­ 
ple will take the trouble to stu d y the 
sailing schedules and to provide this spe­ 
cial direction. 


Tho English papers 
have 
frequently 
criticised 
this sy ste m of sacrificing tha 
convenience of the business world to the 
profit of British steam ship com panies and 
the Louder. Express recently published a 
table showing that the postoffice authori­ 
ties frequently sacrificed a day or even 
two by sending mails by such ships a s tha 
Saxonia and Ivernia w hen one o f the 
crack American liners, as for exam p le the 
St. Louis or St. Paul, w a s sailing on the 
sam e day. 
Striking illustrations of this 
delay h ave been afforded frequently when 
freight dispatched by the American line 
has been discharged in N e w York and 
the ship that brought it has reloaded and 
sailed for Southampton again before the 
bills of lading for the import cargo have 
arrived by a slow er British boat—one of 
John Bull's mail stpamers. 


If the United States were to follow the 
British system it would ship all its mail 
by the vessels of the American line, which 
provide weekly sailings from N e w York 
to Southampton. 
So far from doing this, 
however, Uncle Sam invariably sends out 
his mail by the best available boats. The 
result is that mail is dispatched from N e w 
York five tim es a week instead o f twice 
as from England: and if a six -d a y boat 
is sailing on the same day with a nine-day 
boat the former carries the mail, -which 
is «gain in strong contrast to the E n glish 
system. 


The Pnited States authorities ha v e un­ 
dertaken to facilitate the m ovem en t of 
ocean malls by the establish m ent of sea 


operating its ships on a. four-w eeks turn 
a s it is called.

The A m erican line o f ­ 
ficers annou nce that this change is made 
in order to allow more tim e for the o ver­ 
haul o f tne ships an<i because they be­ 
lieve it will enable them to keep the v e s ­ 
sels in perfect condition to carry out their 
govern m en t contracts satisfactorily. 


Some idea of the trem endous ex ten t cf 
the commercial im portanro of this ocean 
mall business m ay be gained from the 
fact that last year the foreign branch of 
the N e w York postoffice handled over 
lrtl,000.000 pieces of mail.

cisco and from foreign co u n tries like M ex ­ 
ico, ja p a n and Australia. A ltogether from 
5.000 to 7,000 bags of mall leave N e w York 
for E urope every week, and w hen one 
considers that each h ag contains from 
4.000 to 5,000 letters and from 2<v> to 400 
papers it will be seen that the interna­ 
tional e xch an ge of ideas foots up an enor­ 
m ous total of business in the course of a 
year.

of any material advantage to the line, 
which Is paid under Its contract with the 
government at the rate of so much a voy­ 
age. no m atter how much or how little it 
carries. 
It Is evident, however, that the 
new plan will be a decided gain to the 
business world w hereas the policy of the 
British postal authorities is openly Intend, 
ed for the advantage of British steam ­ 
ships without reference to the Interests of 
the business public.

A careful and conservative estimate 


made after a canvass of the various 
commission houses in the city, show! 
that the total amount of turkeys sold 
in this city will reach 35,000 pounds 
Adding to this the number of chickens 
geese and ducks sold will bring the to- 
tal up to 45,000 pounds. 
The shipments Into Colorado Springs 
have been very heavy during the pas: 
few days, and turkeys today are not 
so scarce as they were a week ago. The 
average wholesale price has been IS 
cents per pound, and the retail prices 
from 19 to 23 cents, according to the 
grade. AVh|le the stores have disposed 
of nearly all their dressed stock, there 
are plenty of live birds still on hand. 
Vegetables, fruits and delicacies are to 
be had in abundance, with the excep- 
tion of grapes and sweet potatoes.

Washington. Nov. 25.—Consul Merrill 


at Jerusalem writes to the department 
of commerce and labor concerning the 
manufacture of Ice in Palestine: There 
is a small ice plant 
in Jerusalem, 


which has been in operation for three 
years. 
An oil engine of three-horse 


power furnishes the power; the freezer 
Is of French manufacture. 
The sale 


of ice amounts to about 700 pounds a 
day and the capacity of the works is 
about 1,400 pound a day. The stilling 
price is five cents a kilogram (2.2 Ibs.). 
Never before 
In this country have the 


Inhabitants used ice, or seen it in fact. 
The demand at present is limited, but 
Is steadily increasing. 
At Yut'a, the seaport of Jerusalem, 
the ice business was established about 
1890 on a small scale and for several 
years the business was not successful;

NEWLAND RESOLUTION 


HAS ROUSED A STORM 


Washington, Nov. 23.—Panama and 


Cuba engaged the attention of. the sen 
ate today to the exclusion of all other 
questions. Mf. Hale moved to recon 
aider the vote by which the Newlands 
Joint resolution for the annexation o 
Cuba was referred to a committee and 
several speeches were made on the mo 
*Jon without disposing of it. 
Messrs 


Hale, Lodge and 1-iatt (Conn.) disa 
vowed any desire on the part of the 
United States to acquire Cuba and ex- 
pressed great regret that the resolu- 
tion had been introduced. Mr. New- 
lands defended the measure as pre- 
senting a natural solution of the prob- 
lem of the relationship between the 
two countries. 


The Panama question came up in 


connection with the announcement, of 
reorganization of senate 
committees 


Mr. Morgan being relieved from the 
chairmanship of the committee on in- 
ter-oceanic canals. Before the. order 
•wont Into effect Mr. Morgan took the 
floor and his speech proved to be a 
discussion of the entire canal question 
with liberal criticism of the president 
for bis course. He had not concluded 
•when the senate adjourned and will 
proceed tomorrow. 


Annexation of Canada. 


A feature of the discussion was a ref- 
erence by Mr. Hale to the possibility of 
Canadian imnexatfon. 
Mr. Hale's language was as follows: 
"I have little doubt that men now 
listening to me will sea the time when 
Canada will become an integral part of 
the United States. If his plan is car- 
ried out by the most advantageous of 
British politicians, of colonial prefer- 
ence, a tariff war will be inaugurated 
hetWeen Great Britain and the United 
States and this English politician will 
seek to set Canada up as a great rival 
to us, an agricultural rival. Out of that 
will arise conditions, discussions and 
considerations that will end in the union 
bf the two peoples. But we do not in- 
vite Great Britain .to send Canada to 
Join us and join the union. She is too 
large a power." 
Appointment of Chaplain. 


Today's session of the senate began 
with the presentation of a resolution 
Toy Mr. Allison, (Iowa) providing for the 
appointment of Rev. P. J. Prettyman 
of this city as chaplain of the senate 
for this session. The resolution -was 
agreed to. 
Mr. Cullom (Ills) presented the report 


of the committee on foreign relations 
on the bill to carry into effect the Cu- 


. ban reciprocity treaty. The bill went 
to the calendar. 
Mr. Hale (Maine) then moved to re- 
consider the vote by which the New- 
lands resolution for the annexation of 
Cuba was referred to the committee on 
relations with Cuba. He made the mo- 
tion the basis of a speech In opposition 
to the policy proposed by the resolution 
saying that this country declared its 
policy with reference to Cuba by enact- 
ing the Teller resolution into law. He 
would not extend such an invitation 
to Great Britian for the union of Can- 
ada to the United States or for Mexico 
for such a' union. In this connection Mr. 
Hala said incidentally he had no doubt 
that there were men alive who would 
live to nee the annexation of Canada 
to the United States. He closed by 
urging the senate to take no step to 
clog progress in Cuba. 
Newland's Speech. 


Mr. Newlands (Nev.) expressed grati- 
fication that his resolution should have 
BO early attracted attention. He agreed 
with Mr. Hale in that he had said con- 
cerning the progress of Cuba and the" 
character of its people. Still it was a 
fact that Cuba had been compelled to 
confess her Inability to cope with other 
nations In business affairs. 
He also 


referred to the concession of the privi- 
lege granted to the United States for 
and to our supervision of the foreign 
relations of the island as well as to the 
conduct of its sanitary affairs and said 
that as a matter of fact Cuba had al- 
ready assumed the attitude of a ward 
of the United States. 
He also advanced the argument that 
In asking • a reduction of the duty on 
Cuban products exported to the United 
States, Cuba made an exceptional re- 
quest and he thought we should re- 
spond by offering political rather than 
commercial union. For himself he had 
had In mind Cuba's Interests in pre- 
senting the resolution and he wanted 
it understood that he represented no 
Spanish dons or American speculators. 
He had. offered the resolution in no 
spirit of spoliation but because he had 
believed that the measure would appeal 
to the good sense of both the Ameri- 
cans and Cubans. 
Mr. Newlands said that he had pro- 
vided for the attachment of Porto Rico 
to Cuba as» a county or province in 
tha conviction that such a union would 
give the smaller island a stability of 
government which it could not other- 
.wise secure. 
Mr. Platt's Opposition. 


Mr. Platt (Conn.) said he had re- 
gretted the Introduction of the New- 
lands bill because he had feared it 
would lead to misapprehension in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. He did not believe 
,that tha resolutions represent In any 
considerable degree the business or 
political sentiment of the United States. 
Ha did not believe there would ever be 
any considerable sentiment on the Cu- 
ban annexation. Moreover, he hoped 
that there would be no expansion ex- 
cept where it is necessary in self-de- 
fense or self-preservation, and he con- 
sidered it strange that this suggestion 
should come from those who so recent- 
ly had been so loud In their denuncia- 
tion of the policy of annexation. 
Mr. Newlands Interrupted to say that 
the Democratic party had been always 
favorable to the expansion of the re- 
public and not of the empire. 
Mr. Platt said that the best Interests 
both of the United States and Cuba 
would be subserved by separate exist- 
ence. Furthermore, he was anxious 
that the Cuban people should have an 
opportunity to show their capacity for 
maintaining a Republican form of gov- 
ernment as he believed them to be so 
possessed from 
the 
beginning. The 
course of President Palma and the lead- 
Ing men of Cuba had been worthy of all 
commendation. He did not agree with 
Mr. Newlands that the United States is 
today exercising a protectorate over 
Cuba. 
"We are," he went on, "neighbors and 


friends of tine Cubans, and nothing 
more. We are'friendly to them and our 
power has been exercised with refer- 
ence to Cuba for purposes of friend- 
ship and not for aggrandizement." 
Lodge Expressed Regret. 


Mr. Lodge (Mass.) also expressed re- 
gret over the introduction of the reso- 
lution. Many people of our country, he 
said, do not understand the, distinction 
between the Introduction and the pas- 
cage of a bill and if our people do not 
appreciate this difference, the Cubans 
must have a much smaller degree of 
understanding. He believed the present 
debate would be of good service in giv- 
ing sMurance that the bill does not rep- 
resent the wishes of the government or 
,the people of the United States. . Mr. 
Lodge said that Cuba and the United 
(3Uite« each, acted toward the other In 
absolute good faith in all respects. He

Mr. Hale then presented the list of 
senate committees as agreed on by the 
caucuses of the Republic-ail and Demo- 
cratic senators. On tho motion to udovt 
the report, Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 
took the floor and addressed himself to 
the isthmian canal question. He said 
he did not regret 
his retirement as 


chairman of tho committee on inter- 
oceanic canals. He disclaimed parti- 
sanship in the conduct of the affairs of 
that committee mid declared that he 
had tint and would not reverse his posi- 
tion on the canal question at the in- 
stance of any party caucus. He dis- 
cussed at sonic length the attitude of 
the president in the matter of the se- 
lection of a route for the proposed 
canal, and in doing so accused him of 
using his official position to advance* 
his personal views. He referred to the 
Spoonor net and 
said no one could 


nullify it. The revolution in Panama, 
he said, was 
a> Caesarian operation 
which took Panama 
alive from 
the 
womb of Colombia. 


Mr. Morgan charged that, the presi- 


dent had made the canal question a 
party question, and added: 
"I think the president's appeal to par- 


ty discipline to force his opinions on

That we will get a canal if 
one can bo built in Panama, I have no 
doubt, for the president has said so. 
Tet this result Is not nearly so certain 
or so safe as if he should obey the 
Spooner law." 


Mr. Morgan paid that he had only

SAILOR'S STORY OF WRECK 


REGARDED WITH SUSPICION 


San Francisco, Nov. 23.—Nine men 


from the French bark Francois Coppee, 
who were picked up in an open boat 
by the steam schooner Scotia are. still 
at Gulala Bay, on the northern Califor- 
nia coast. They will be brought to this 
city tomorrow. Their names are given 
as James Webb, Fred Olsen, Samuel 
Rays, Edward Anderson, W. G. Tay- 
lor, 
Jean Convinils, Neal Louis, Fred 


Briken and C. Augustus. The following 
story of the wreck of the bark was 
told by Briken, all of the others refus- 
ing to talk: 


"About 8:30 Friday night, the Fran- 
cois Coppee dashed upon rocks at some 
place along the north of Polnte Reyes. 
The weather was very thick. The sea 
was heavy. The bark had been tossed 
about for a couple of days and Captain 
Iiirye seemed unable to fix his bearings. 
When she struck we got ready to 
launch the three life boats. We had 
time to provision the boats und then 
they were launched. In the boat with 
me were eight others. 
We got awuy 


safely. 


"The boat taken by the captain was 


dashed against the foundering vessel 
and the men In it were thrown into the 
sea and washed away. We had been 
drifting around for more than 20 hours 
when picked up by the Scotia." 


Captain Johnson of the Scotia thinks 


it strange that the boat should have had 
no officers in it and that under the al- 
leged circumstances, it should have 
been provisioned as though for a long 
voyage. 
No wreckage has been seen 


along the coast and mariners hint of 
possible trouble on board the Francois 
Coppee and await with anxiety further 
news of the missing vessel. 


SUSPICIONS PROVE TO 


HAVE BEEN UNFOUNDED. 


San Francisco, Nov. 23.—A raft con- 
taining the first mate and three sailors 
of the wrecked bark Francoise Coppe 
came ashore in Tomales bay this after- 
noon and the men, after securing suc- 
cor at a' neighboring ranch, were driven 
to a railway station and reached this 
city tonight. 
These survivors are all 
Frenchmen and the story they told dls- 
proves the earlier suspicion of a mu- 


tiny on board, their Btatements being 
borne out by 
corroborative circum- 
stances. According to their narrative 
the Coppe had been sailing in a. fog 
foi* three days on reckoning and Cap- 
tain Irnrey, Friday night, believed that 
he was on the San Francisco side of 
the Farraltmes islands when, as the 
disaster proved he was nearer the coast 
line. The four men have ai very vague 
idea as to the time or place where the 
ship struck on the rocks in Tomales 
bay. 
They say that the night was 
very stormy and hnere waves were 
dashing violently ugninst 
the 
ship 
after she struck. It was deemed advis- 
able to launch two small boats first but 
these were lost in the angry seas, but 
fortunately they had 
no occupants. 


Then the big lifeboat was provisioned 
and successfully launched and held 
fast with a rope, but when nine men 
had been lowered into it the ropt 
parted. The lifeboat was then in dan- 
ger of being dashed to pieces and there 
was no way of getting back to the ship 
and In self preservation the nine men 
were compelled to pull away. 
They 
were later picked up by the Scotia. The 
four men who came to San Francisco 
tonight then constructed a raft and 
took the 
chance of being washed 
ashore. What became of the cajjtaln 
and eight sailors yet unaccounted for, 
the first mate could not say. 
The small boat containing two pairs 


of oars, a life preserver and a 
hat 


drifted ashore in 
Tomales bay this 


afternoon. The boat was from 
the 
Coppe. This is believed to be one of 
the small boats that was lost in the 
launching. 


Edward O'Neill, one of the survivors, 
later furnished a statement 
of the 


wreck that puts a different phase on 
the conduct of the nine men in the life- 
boat. He sftld the nine men were fight- 
ing and clamoring among themselves 
and, refusing to listen to the commands, 
of the captain to rtand by the ship, 
pulled away. Fifteen men were then 
left In the ship and when daybreak 
came she was fast going to pieces. 
It was then found that land was 100 
yards away and tha captain gave the 
order 
to swim ashore. Only 
four 


reached land and the captain and 10 
others were not seen again. One body 
was seen as it was 
being;, dashed 
against the rocks. 


FEEDING THE 
HARVARD MEN 


"AMERICAN PLAN" MODIFIED 


BY A SPECIAL CHARGE FOR 
FLESH AND FISH—NO TIPS FOR 
THE WAITERS. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 23.—The com- 


paratively small number of Harvard stu- 
uents who will remain at tho biff dining 
room of 
Memorial hall 
to 
eat their 


Thanksgiving dinner—the great majority 
spending their holidays a.way from college 
—next Thursday will have tho experience 
unknown to the classes of previous years 
of paying for their turkey according to the 
amount they eat. This is sometntng new 
at Harvard—one of two innovations intro- 
duced this autumn for the first time ut 
the big dining hall wherein some 1,300 
students meet dally for bread and meat. 
No longer may the young Harvard man 
"stuff" on flesh, fish and fowl to heart's 
content for no purpose of ministering to 
his needs but because he is paying board 
bills by the week; and no longer may 
he tip the waiter to get better nervlce 
than hia comrades enjoy. 


Feeding the Students. 


Both of these Innovations Involve inter- 


esting departures in tha system of feed- 
ing students at Harvard, Until this fall 
Memorial hull, the principal Harvard din- 
ing room, was conducted on what is 
known in gastronomic clrcicH 
as 
the 


"American plan," -whereby one. pays a 
lump sum for a dinner and then eats all 
he can. The hall is practically olio ex- 
tensive dining club, or rather a series of 
small dining clubs under one roof, since 
the 1.300 students divide themselves about 
row after row of long, white-covered ta- 
bles. The total cxpcn.se of the eating has 
always been met by an exact division of 
coat among the members. This arrange- 
ment has kept tho board at Memorial at 
about 44.25 or $1.50, but It has involved 
also a great waste of provisions, particu- 
larly in tho departments or meat, fish and 
eggs, which average about three-fourths 
of tho regular cost of supplying the Har- 
vard appetite, livery student has hereto- 
fore been under more or less temptation 
to order'up almost everything on the bill 
of fare "Just to see what It looks like"— 
a temptation that la of course Inherent 
In the American system of boarding wher- 
ever It flourishes. To minimize tnls waste 
these principal items havo now been 
placed on the menu at cost price—roast 
ribs of beef with dish gravy, for example, 
at 11 cents, or roast young chicken, 
stuffed, with elblet sauce at 16~so that 
they must be ordered und paid for by 
ticket. 


The amount of flesh, fish and fowl con- 


sumed Is thus left to the Inclination of 
each Individual student boarder. All other 
articles of food remain as under the for- 
mer system, and the coat of this "general 
board," together with the expense of run- 
ning the hall, Is still divided 
equally 


among the students. A young man now 
has much larger liberty to follow his In- 
dividual preferences. If, for Instance, one 
wants to emulate the treatment which Dr. 
Wiley's volunteer feeders reoently under- 
went In the Interest of the United States 


department of agriculture, and do without 
meats entirely, one may henceforth do so 
without having to pay part of tho board 
of fellows who scorn vegetarianism. On 
the other hand, if the student, as is usu- 
ally the case, elects to be a hearty beef- 
eater, the expense of his Individual board 
Is a personal matter, which the economy 
of the new system places at a really low- 
er figure than it would formerly havo 
amounted to. 


The New System. 


The new system • reduces the minimum 
board of tho "typical Harvard man" to 
about $3.60 a week, and makes the average 
cost of student living in the hall run 
from W to J5. It has further an applica- 
tlon to tho frequent cases of absences 
from meals. For every dinner lie doesn't 
eat the student saves on his meat, fish 
or eggs; -while at the same time the "gen- 
eral board," so called, compels him to 
pay his proportionate share of such ex- 
penses as must go on whether he Is pres- 
ent or not. 


Thus far this season the new system has 


worked admirably, and will, it is believed, 
effectually solve a question in the econ- 
omy of running; u. big- college dining hall 
that has long worried the student man- 
agers of tho Harvard Dining association, 
affording perhaps a useful object lesson 
to other Institutions where the "American 
plan" Is followed without qualifications. 


There Is, it should be suld, one new item 


In the expenses of tho individual student, 
which stands for a regulation that doubt- 
less appeared revolutionary to the expec- 
tant throng of waiters when they assem- 
bled last September In the big Memorial 
basement to receive instructions before be. 
ginning the autumn season. There is no 
more tipping at Memorial, and the new 
Item is a dime added to the weekly charge 
against each boarder for the purpose of 
making -a compensatory addition to the 
waiters' salaries. As there Is about one 
Walter to 15 or 20 students, this regular 
perquisite makes an 'appreciable Increase 
in the' colored brother's pay, and perhaps 
equals approximately the amount previ- 
ously distributed In tips. It Is not sup- 
posed that the custom of tipping 111 Me- 
morial has ever been a very serious men- 
ace to the democracy ot Harvard; but it 
has unquestionably caused -a, certain un- 
evenness in the attention paid by Memo- 
rial waiters to those who, under tho con- 
ditions of service in a college commons, 
quite as much aa in those of a big hotel, 
are literally dependent upon the colored 
gentleman tor their bread and butter. 


"The directors of the dining association," 
to quote a card which every waiter was 
given to read, ponder and accept before 
he entered upon his present year's work, 
"believe that fair wages, agreed to in 
advance, and sure to bo paid, with no tips, 
are more just than low wages, with un- 
equal, uncertain tips. Therefore tipping 
will not be continued." Tho "star board- 
er" from tho waiter's point of view has 
thus ceased to exist in the Harvard com- 
mons.

confirmed here and is not given cred- 
ence.

vessels have been dispatched to prevent 
two Russian warships reaching port 
cannot be confirmed here. 
It is possible that this report is con- 
nected with the statement of the Jap- 
anese journal, the Nagaskl 
Shlmpo, 


which, as announced 
In 
these dis- 
patches yesterday, was to the effect 
that a Japanese squadron Of 12 ves- 
sels had left Sasebo for an unknown 
destination. 
The fact that such a 
statement should be issued by the Rus- 
sian semi-official agency Is, however, 
regarded as slgnifcant. 
Curiously enough the Russian news- 
paper. Svet, a few days ago expressed 
the belief that communications between 
Port Arthur and Japan had been al- 
ready interrupted.

Indictments against Senator Dietrich and 
Jacob Fisher are drawn In section 1781 of 
the revised statutes of the United States, 
which provides that every member of con- 
gress or any officer of the government 
who accepts any, money or other valuable 
consideration from any person -for procur- 
ing or aiding to procure any contract or 
office from trio government or from any 
officer of the United States for any per- 
son whatever, and every person, who, di- 
rectly or Indirectly, agrees to give any 
money or other valuable consideration for 
procuring or aiding to procure any such 
contract or office, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned for 
not more than two years and fined not 
more than JIO.OOO: or any such contract or 
agreement may, <at the option of the presi- 
dent, be declared absolutely null and void, 
and any member of congress or any of- 
ficer convicted of violation of this section 
shall be disqualified from holding any of- 
fice of honor, profit or trust under the 
government of the United States. 
The section under which the conspiracy 


Indictment Is drawn against both Diet 
rich and Fisher Is section 6440 of the 
statutes and provides 
that If .two 
or 


more persons conspire to defraud 
the 


United States In any manner, and one or 
more of such parties do act to effect the 
object of the conspiracy, all the parties 
to such conspiracy shall .be liable to a 
penalty of not more than {10,000 or to Im- 
prisonment for not more tnan two years, 
or to both fine and Imprisonment, In the 
discretion of the court.

IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL OF 


SUPERINTENDENT M'CORMICI 


Victor. Colo,, Nov. 23.—Very little has 


taken place today in regard to the 
search for clews to the murderers of 
Supt. McCormick and Shift Boss Beck. 
While every point Is being gone over 
thoroughly and-a strict vigil kept upon 
those under arrest, at the same time 
nearly every, one in the district put 
aside his troubles to pay his last re- 
spects <o the dead superintendent, 
whose funeral service was held this af- 
ternoon. 
The body of the deceased was escorted 


from his late residence near the Vin- 
dicator mine to Elks' hall In Victor by 
brother Elks and citizens, numbering 
five or six hundred. When the proces- 
sion neared the city It was met by a 
band of 25 pieces and the Victor lodge 
of Elks, who escorted the remains to 
Elks' hall (better known as Miners' 
union hall.) In a very few minutes the 
place was packed, while 200 or 300 peo- 
ple were on the outside trying to get 
In.The service was opened In a few ap- 
propriate words by the exalted ruler 
of the lodge and then Rev. Mr. Davis, 
pastor of the Presbyterian church, read 
the'burial service taken from the Elks 
ritual, closing with a few remarks re- 
ferring to the awful deed that had 
taken the life of McCormick, a 'man 
who had never caused anyone a mo- 
ments trouble 
intentfbnally; a man 
who was loved by all. These pathetic 
remarks brought tears .to many eyes In 
the audience. 
After the services the body ' lay in 
state in the Hall for nearly an hour, 
when It is estimated that fully 1,200 peo- 


ple took a last look at the man who hr 
been so foully murdered for revenge an. 
who had left a widow and threo or 
phans. 


Shortly before 3:45 the procession re 


formed in the following, order; ;Band 01 
music, Elks lodges, hearse 'and close 
carriages, Pacific circle of Woodmen 
Woodcraft, Ancient Order of Workman 
followed by carriages and friends 
foot. The procession was one of tin. 
largest ever seen in the district, tilers 
being at least 800 in line.

Some of tiv 
latter thought a great .deal of Mr. Sir 
Cormtck for his past experience as 0111 
of their members.. 


The body was.lifted to the baggngi 
car of the Short Line train and d 
ceased's wife and relations -started < 
their sad Journey, accompanying the 
body to Denver where interment will 
take place. The Vindicator properties 
are closed and will be kept so until 
after the funeral 
of tho 
shift bossj 


Beck, whose body now lies at the undei 
takers In the city here. 


The funeral will be held'at the Pref 


byterlan church tomorrow afternoon :iu 
3 o'clock, 'tho Rev. Davidson preachind 
the sermon. The body will be sent to 
Sallda over the Short Line Immediately 
after the close of the services at tlicj 
church. 


A jury was impaneled by Corono

Killed Without Warning. 


Mr. Beck, tho shift boss, had occasion 


to go down the shaft about 10:30 this 
morning and thought he heard someone 
working in the 600-foot level. Know- 
ing that the company was not operating 
at. this point, he stopped the cage on 
its downward course between the 700- 
„„,! goo-foot levels and rang to the 
engineer to raise him to the surface. 
Berk notified Superintendent McCor- 
miik. and they decided to descend and 
investigate. As the cage reached the 
600-foot point and the men had stepped 
onto the level, a terlble explosion oc- 
curred, wrecking the cage in the shaft 
ami literally blowing the men's bodies 
to pieces. 


Last Thought for His Daughter; 
Douglas Dubar and Charles John- 


son, cagemen. working at the 800-foot 
point, were standing near the shaft 
and heard tho explosion and immedi- 
ately afterward large pieces ot timber 
began falling dowa the shaft past tham. 
Immediately notifying the men in that 
level that an accident had occurred 
above and to get out as quickly as pos- 
sible, Dubar and Johnson began climb- 
ing tbe ladder to the surface.

Naylor and Attorney Huff of Victor 
made another examination, finding cop- 
per wire that is supposed to have been 
laid so as to fire the gun by electricity, 
as the criminals could easily have con- 
nected It with the curent that operates 
the bell on top. As a result of his in- 
vestigation Sheriff Robertson, who at 
first believed the explosion was acci- 
dental, stated: 


"There is no doubt but that a ma- 


chine had been set consisting of a box 
of giant powder, caps and revolver, 
hut whether the explosion was caused 
h.v the dropping of• the cage or'by a. 
time clock, we aree not able to de- 
cide. However, we could not find any 
of the parts of a clock there. The ex- 
plosion must have been something ter- 
rible, for it blew the woodwork of the 
station to atoms. 


"I am certain that the powder was 


fired by the revolver shot, as parts of 
the weapon which were found were 
overed with pieces of copper, sup- 
iosed to be parts of the copper caps,

Holman's Good Work. 


Superintendent A. T. Holman of the 


Golden Cycle rendered valuable service

;he 600-foot level, he placed his gun in 
:he hands of the miner and told him not 
to let a man go in or out of that drift, 
as in all probability the bloodhounds 
would be brought and put on the trail.

Physicians had been notified, also Cor- 
oner Doran, who arrived about an hour 
after the explosion occurred, but the 
coroner was the only one needed at 
the mine,Grief-Stricken Homes. 


However, the doctors found plenty of 


work in the homes of the dead miners, 
not 50 feet away from the shaft bouse. 
Mrs. McCormick fell Into a swoon as 
soon as she heard of the murder, and 
medical attention was necessary for her 
for several hours. The young daughter 
of Beck, who Is his only relative in the 
district, was also prostrated with grief. 


Word was sent to the sheriff's of- 


fice and Sheriff Robertson and Deputy 
Sheriff Underwood arrived some time 
before the bodies were brought to the 
surface. Word was also sent to Camp 
Goldricld, and Company D of Colorado 
Springs, Company I; of Denver and 
Troop C of Denver were ordered to the 
fieue under command of Major Nay- 
tor. Upon arrival the troops surrounded 
tho hill and men were stationed at 
every outlet (numbering some 10 or 12) 
of flic Vindicator workings.

All work on the mine was stopped 


The 
employes at the mine feel certain that 
murder was planned and they do not 
hesitate to say that a lynching will 
occur if the guilty ones are found. 


A Previous Incident. 


The Incident of a few weeks ago is 


recalled. Someone fired two shots at 
the eager of this same property on 
the 800-foot level.

opinion that the others arc inclosed 
within the large circle of guards -and' 
will be arrest»d and placed in the bull-, 
pen as fast as they are located.

Law- 
abiding citizens of these towns are 
greatly incensed over the deed which 
many openly lay at the dor of the 
inner circle of tho W. F. of M. Should 
tho guilt be fastened upon, any one or 
more persons there is no doubt that 
there -will be a lynching bee in that 
section of the district, provided they 
could obtain the prisoners before th« 
military authorities.

DEVELOPMENT 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Washington, Nov. 22.—The develop-, 
lent of the Philippine islands during 
he past year is •displayed in the annual 
iport of. 'Col. Clarence R. Edwards/ 
hief of the -bureau of insular affairs 
f the war -department made public 
oday. The accomplishment of greatest, 
nportance to the islands during the 
ear has been the successful 'launching: 


-rt the new fiscal system. By January 
ext the new system will be tn complete 
peration. The new circulation medium 
onsists of 18,000,000 pesos in fractional 
liver coins and 10,000,000 pesos in paper 
moirey. To establish the new system 
nd purchase the sllv-cr coinage, two 
SSUCB of bonds were made oC $3,000.000 
ach, both of which were sold at a pre- 
mium. The proceeds of the sale of these 
onds were deposited and drew interest 
t the rate of i% por cent so that the 
overnmeut actually made money by 
:oing into debt. 


"Want Tariff Concessions. 


Colonel Edwards emphasizes the ne- 
essity of a reduction of the Dingley 
ariff rates for the encouragement of 
ra.de between the United States and 
he Philippines. There Is an active de- 
ire on the part oC the Philippine com- 
mercial interests, he Bays, for tariff 
Concessions, and the report states that 
he same desire has been evinced by the 
ame Interests in this country. 
The 


hief exports of the islands to the Unit- 
d States are sugar, tobacco, hemp and 
jopra. The latter two commodities are 
already on the free list. 


Need American Ships. 


Aside from the tariff question the 
natter of most serious moment is the 
enforcement of the congressional act 
•equiring the carrying trade between 
he United States and the Philippines 
as well as the coastwise trade of the 
elands, to be confined strictly tb1 ves- 
sels carrying the American flag after 
Tuly 1 next. At the present time, Phll- 
ppine commerce Is carried In British 
ships to the extent of 59 per cent of 
the foreign trade of the islands. Other 
loreign vessels carried practically the 
•emainder of this commerce, leaving 
only 3 per cent to American -vessels. A 
fleet of at least IS American ships is 
being constructed and the prediction is 
made that despite the apprehension now- 
felt, American snips will be ready to 
:ake 
the place of foreign vessels with- 


out seriously inconveniencing the shlp- 
jing interests. Tho enforcement of this 
act, however, with reference 
to 
the 


coastwise trade presents a much more 
difficult problem. There are now 4,125 
Vessels engaged in the coastwise trade 
of the islands. Of this number only 2i 
are American ships. With the whole 


lumber of ships now participating in 
this trade, the tonnage IB said to be En- 
tirely inadequate and the passenger ser- 
vice wretched. 
It is suggested that the building ot 
ilght dratt -vessels to participate in this 
carrying business presents a splendid 
opportunity for the profitable invest- 
ment of American capital and the un- 
certainty as to a probable futrue con- 
gressional action on this subject is as- 
serted to be the reason why no steps 
are being taken to supply the coming 
imperative demand for American built 
ships. 


Second Stage of Development. 


Colonel Edwards calls attention to 


what he terms "the ttecortd -stage 
development for the Philippine govern- 
ment." The change from a .military to 
a civil government has developed many 
intricate questions of law. A nutnbe 
of Ceases involving -claims aggregating 
large Bums are now pending in th 
United States court 
of claims while 
other questions are before the circui1 
courts of this country. The recovery o: 
import and export duties collected un 
der the military regime forms the basif 
for most of the claims. One of the ques 
tlons of most interest presented is tha 
of the right of the president of thi 
United States to exercise the .power o 
legislation in the Philippines prior ti 
the establishment of the civil govern 
ment. The education of Filipino youth! 
in this country for the purpose of mak 
Ing them the future teachers, of the na 
tive schools of the island has begun un 
der an act passed last summer by th 
insular government. Ninety-eight young 
Filipinos are now on their way to this 
country for this purpose. They will at- 
tend the grammar schools of southern 
California during the winter and in the 
spring be distributed through the west 
and eastern portion of the United States 
for further Instruction. 


Colonel Edwards predicts that the 
Philippine exhibit at the St. Louis ex- 
position will be the feature of that 
show. Every phase of native industry 
and domestic life in the islands is to 
•be represented. 
Through an amendment to the civil 


service regulations of the United States 
made by President Roosevelt to take 
effect April 1 next transfers will be al- 
lowed from the civil employes of the 
Philippines to government positions in 
this country, thus accomplishing an end 
which has been vigorously contended 
for by Colonel Edwards for some time, 
and making efficient service iu the Phil- 
ippines a stepping stone to better places 
at home and thus raising the standard 
of efficiency and creating a new in- 
ducement to desirable clerks.

Mrs. Converse In her work among the 
Indians, by which net Mr. Kepplor was 
nominated by the chiefs present as the 
successor of the dead woman.

Keppler was adopted by the Benecaa 
•many yenrs ago arid bears the Indian 
name of Gy Out Wah Ka. 
In addition to the delegates from the 
'six nations there were present repre- 
sentatives of the Hurons, Sionx, Abin- 
ki, AlRonquins. Aztecs of Mexico and 
several other tribes. Rev. Dr. Thomas 
H. Sill, the dead woman's pastor, read 
the Episcopal services for the dead, 
after which William Crow, a. Seneca 
warrior, made un address in bis na- 
tive tongue. In speaking he addressed 
himself to the body before him, and 
in conclusion wished her happiness in 
the spirit land. Then turning to his 
tribesmen, he said: 
"We have lost our best and deaTest 


friend. 
In the many gifts the Great 


Spirit lias given us there .came noth- 
ing so beautiful us this woman. She 
knew us arid understood us. She stood 
between us and those who would have 
wronged us. It will "be a happy task 
now for the Great Spirit to make her a 
home in the hmppy land."

BLOODY FIGHT 


W1TJ[MOROS 


ITVE HUNDRED MOROS KNOWN 


TO HAVE BEEN KILLED IN A 
FIVE-DAY 
ENGAGEMENT 
IN 


JOLO. 


Manila, Nov. 23.—Three hundred Mor- 


os are known to have been killed and 
many others were carried off dead or 
wounded as u result of five days severe 
fight-ing hi Jolo between the American 
troops under General Leonard Wood 
and the insurgents. Major H. L. Scott 
of tho Fourteenth calvary 
and 
five 


American privates were wounded. 


General Wopd landed near Siet Lake 


in Jolo November 12. The Morns were 
soon located and fighting began immed- 
iately and continued until November 
17. Major Scott was taking Pangllma 
Hasseu, the Moro leader, who has been 
taken a prisoner, to Jolo. While en- 
route Hassen asked lo be allowed to 
see his family. His appeal was granted 
and be thereupon led Major Scott, into 
an ambush, where the American de- 
tachment was fired upon. Major Scott 
was shot in both bands. Hassen suc- 
ceeded in escaping during the unexpect- 
ed attack, but is supposed to have been 
killed the next day. 
The. fight took place in a country 
covered with swamps and rocks. The 
Moms were driven across t-he country 
from Siet Lake to the town which Has- 
sen had made his headquarters and 
where it was reported the Muros were 
2,000 strong. 
The rebel position was attacked in 
the flank by the American troops, who 
occupied the town and inflicted a loss 
of 50 killed of the Moras. Hassen with 
a small party surrendered. The rest of 
the Moros went out Into the swamps, 
out Of which they were driven on No- 


vember 16, leaving 76 dead behind them.

CARDINAL DEL VAL'S LATEST HONOR.

HE APPOINTMENT of Cardinal Merry Del Val to 


be prefect of the sacred palaces, as announced in a 
dispatch from Rome, is another step in a remark- 


able promotion which has been attracting a large amount 
of interest in the Catholic world. 


Merry Del Val is the youngest member of the college 


of cardinals, being only 38. He was ordained to the priest- 
hood at the age of 23 and four years later he was made 
papal chamberlain. In 1897 he became domestic prelate 
to Pope Leo. 


The present pope made Merry Del Val the papal sec- 


rotary of state and thereby created a whirlwind of oorr.- 
ment'which had not quieted before the news of this latest 
honor was announced. In the first place Merry Del Val 
was not an Italian, in the second place he had never been 
:i nuncio, and in the third place he was very young. But 
it was admitted that aside from these three points ha wae 
eminently qualified for the position. 
He is a master 


of several languages, he is personally acquainted with 
a number of the ruling dynasties of Europe, h-; has an 
immense capacity of work and he is credited with being 
able- to subordinate his views to those of his direct master, 
the pope. It is interesting to note that the cardinal is c'f 
Irish descent and speaks English fluently. 


So far as the appointment to be prefect of the sacred 


palaces is concerned, it is an important position, waking 
Cardinal Del Val head of the administration of the Vatican 
and centering in his hands the highest powers of the 
papal government, but it should be remembered that the 
position was always a part of the office of the secretary o: 
stute until Pope Leo XIII made it distinct. 


But in all events It is another indication of the ex 


traordinary amount of confidence which the pontift has 
in the young cardinal.

GERMAN INDUSTRIES 


Notable Decrease of TJnemployed Me;i 


—Shortage of Freight Cars for the 
First Time in Three Tears. 
, 


-Washington; Nov.:'24.—United Statin 
Consul Generaj . Mason, Berlin, Ger- 
many, writes to the department of com- 
merce and labor aplfollpws: 
' "The record of September confirms 
the''general-Impression of" returning in- 
dustrial, activity; in-Germany. A very 
sensitive, and 'trustworthy, barometer 
of .the existing situation is found in 
the dally records of-the labor market, 
which are-under competent official man- 
agement at Berlin. From these records 
it appears- that during the past month 
there were received for every hundred 
open situations only 111 applications, as 
compared With"137 applications in Sep- 
tember, 1902. 


The relation between supply and de 


maud, for men's labor declined from 166 
implications for every hundred vacan- 
cies In September, 1902, to 128 In the 
same month this year. The notiqeable 
decrease of unemployed men 
on the 
street's and at the: employment bureaus 
In Berlin is the result of the greatly in- 
creased activity In the building trades: 
In Berlin, Magdeburg, Altona, Solingen. 
and at several other points the de- 
mand for that class of labor has ex- 
ceeded the local supply. There is also 
an increased activity In the mining and 
metal industries of the Rhenish-Weat- 
pbalian district, where several of tne 
leading iron and steel companies are 
said to have booked orders that wHl 
keep their works in operation until bt- 
yond the close of the year. 


The expected relapse in tho textils 


industries which was predicted for th» 
end of the past sunier has not occurred 
as yet; and although many manufac- 
turers in different 
lines are 
selling 


their products at home and for export 
at prices, which arc disproportionately 
low In relation to the cost of labor and 
materials, yet. on the whole, the vol- 
ume of business is steady and large, 
and traffic in the great German sea- 
ports Is active and promising. For the 
first time since the summer of 1900 
there .is a d:iily and serious shortage 
of freight cars on the state railway?, 
and station agents throughout the 
country are required to employ night 
shifts of freight handlers when neces- 
sary to unload all freight Immediately 
after the arrival and to return the emp- 
ty cars, if not urgently needed where 
they have been unloaded, to the head- 
quarters of the district to which they 
belong.

The hi-me. for the 
young sould be their school also, and the primary object of the 
school should lie: to lead the pupils to form habits of cleanliness, 
obedience, and industry; to train their powers of observation, aim 
to teach them to give expression to their knowledge in the crea- 
tion of useful things. There should he systematic instructions'In 
domestic science and the manual arts, and a generous system of 
mental and moral culture in connection therewith. 


For a curriculum, I would suggest the following: reading and 


English, drawing and industrial training, nature study, music, and 
numbers. Let the home for the young be a model training school, 
and let the religious and moral training, as well as the industrial 
and economic, be of the best; and. above all, avoid that greatest 
fault of Institutional life, "dead-levelism," and prevent that great- 
est vice of institutional children, deception. Put the children on 
their honor, and trust them. 


In all three institutions, I would strongly urge that good charac- 


ter, and at least one year's residence in the state of Colorado, he 
prerequisites to admission. 


In making these suggestions, I have had in mind a possible an- 


nual income of, say, $240,000. If this amount should become avail- 
able, and if it were divided equally among the three above-men- 
tioned institutions, each would receive $80,000 a year. 
This 


amount would probably support between 200 and 250 inmates in 
each institution, or a total of 600 or 700 in ''The Myron Stratton 
Home." 


Finally, I wish to sound a note of warning. In admitting to the 


home the poor of the county of El Paso and of the state of Colo- 
rado, great care must be had not to admit those that can support 
themselves, and not to take over burdens and responsibilities that 
should properly be borne by parents or kindred; for, otherwise, 
there is danger of pauperization.

The desire to give public expression to my views, rather than 


ti:e hope of winning a prize, has led me to prepare this article; 
and it is my especial purpose to urge strongly that the bequest of 
the late Wintield Scott Stratton be utilized not only to reproduce 
excellent types of philanthropy already existing, but if possible 
to advance the cause of philanthropy along new lines. 


In the first'place, I would urge the creation of a number of dis- 


tinct institutions for various classes of inmates, and that these 
be not associated too closely together. The buildings should be 
on the cottage plan, and not the congregate or barrack system; for 
the cottage system is now generally conceded to be the best. 


In my opinion, "The Myron Stratton Home" should consist of 


three separate: and distinct institutions, namely: 
(1) a home for 


the age"d: "arid infirm—not bedridden, (2) a hospital and sanitarium, 
and (3) a home for the young. 


(1) The home for the aged and infirm should have separate 


cottages for (a) aged men, (b) aged women, and (c) aged couples. 


(2) The hospital should servo as a general hospital for all three 


institutions, and should therefore have a central location. The 
associated sanitarium should cpnslst of cottages for (a) conva- 
lescents, (b) consumptives, and (c) other chronic cases. 


In the home for 'the aged and infirm and in the sanatorium-, 


systematic occupation should be provided for the inmates. Many 
aged persons and invalids have sufficient strength, to engage in 
light labor—manual, mental or artistic—and ways and means 
should he found to enable them to do so, not for the sake of profit, 
Init on the ground that "activity is essential to happiness."—(Dr. 


Felix Adler). 


(3) The home for the young should consist of cottages for (a) 


able-bodied boys, (b) able-bodied girls, (c) physically defective 
children, and' (d) small children, together with (e) several school 


the home, so as to prevent relatives or others from interfering 


as to secure outside rooms and sunshine to their inmates. Four 
stories with elevators; deep verandas,for ground. These buildings 
to be located at not less than two hundred feet from administra- 
tive building: Occupants of these buildings to be those whose age 
und health make the attention of servants necessary. 


CHILDREN'S HOME—There should also be a building in the 


character of a home for children without parents. This building 
to be located at sufficient distance from the other buildings, as 
to insure the little ones non-interference with the comfort of the 
other inmates of the'"home." It should have play-rooms, gym- 
nasiums and other facilities for their innocent and 
healthful 


amusements, also a large playground should be attached to this 
home. 


HOSPITAL—All patients suffering with contagious diseases to 


be removed to a hospital built and equipped with all the modern 
conveniences and located at a safe distance from the "home" 
proper: or, if deemed necessary, removed entirely from the prem- 
ises. • 


COTTAGES—With ground sufficient for handsome park, re- 


served on either side and front of main buildings, there should be 
cottages of from four to six rooms for families desiring home life, 


By the expressed stipulation of Mr. Strattou, we take it that 


this "home" is in no sense of the word merely a charity institu- 
tion where the inmates are labeled, uniformed and otherwise 
treated in the light oE paupers, but rather as guests of an hospitable 
host, invited by him to enjoy the comforts of his well-appointed 
home.

LOCATION—Not more than two miles from the city's limits. 


If possible, on an eminence, commanding a good view of the 
country, and the greatest amount of sunshine for its inmates. 


AREA—To be determined by number and size of buildings 


and cottages; area of ground allotted to each building and cot. 
tage for park and lawn purposes. 


GARDEN AND ORCHARD—In this connection, we would sug- 


gest the allotment of a large area of groun'flffbr gardening and the 
planting of an orchard. 
To many o* the inmates, enforced idle- 


ness would work as great a hardship as enforced labor. Hoeing 
and planting in this garden-and orchard would be to them a 
pleasant pastime. A moderate remunerate: would make it also ' scattered throughout the grounds.

DAIRY RANCH—Also, with a million dollars appropriated for 


the purchase of land, we would furthermore suggest the buying of 
a ranch, stocked principally for dairy purposes. 


Besides furnishing milk and perhaps butter for the "home" a 


few cottages scattered over its acres would give to many of the 
inmates a chance to enjoy a bit of ranch life. 


BUILDINGS—One main and centrally located building or struc- 


ture for administrative purposes, consisting of main entrance, of- 
fice, reception room, reading room, sun room, or winter garden, 
dining hall and kitchen. Sufficient of these various rooms should 
be so constructed with the view of throwing them into one for 
entertainments. 


OTHER BUILDINGS—In addition to this main building there 


should be not less than two other buildings with a capacity of 
not less than one hundred each. These structures to be built and 
equipped after the style of a modern sanitarium. So constructed 


These cottages to be not less than ninety feet apart. Occupants 


of .these, cottages subject to certain rules and regulations, may 
take their meals in dining, hall of main building, and also have 
access to all' accommodations said building offers. 


BUILDING FOR INSPECTION AND. FUMIGATION—To pre- 


vent contagious diseases from entering the home, all luggage, ir- 
respective of persons,, should be carefully inspected and thor- 
oughly fumigated in a small building set.apart for that purpose. 


MISCELLANEOUS—As We believe it was the aim of our friend 


Stratton to provide for the pleasure as .well as the comfort of his 
future guests, we would -suggest under this head, the building of 
a bowling alley with' a billiard room attached. 


ADVISORY BOARD—To consist of five members—one phy- 


sician, one financier and three capable and widely experienced 
persons.

BOARD OF MANAGEMENT—To consist of eleven members, 


each selected for some special department of the home.

This Essay was Awarded Seventh Prize in Stratton Home 
In an ideal spot adjoining Stratton's park at the foot of Chey- 


enne mountain is the far-famed Myron Stratton home. 


The grounds surrounding the buildings are arranged upon the 


plan of Japanese gardens, thereby making use of every boulder and 
native shrub, interspersed with well-kept walks, hardy shrubs and 
massive shade trees. Several acres of rich land are divided into 
small plots for market gardening. These plots are assigned to 
inmates of the home—men and women who arc able and who wish 
to attempt, under the care of the gardener, the work necessary for 
the raising of vegetables and flowers. These products find ready 
market in Colorado Springs and these men and women feel again 
the pleasure of having a little money earned by the labor of their 
own hands. 


The home itself consists of one large central building with wide 


porches, surrounded by dormitories for single men and women, a 
house for consumptives, a cottage for orphan children, several 
small cottages, where families in distress may find a temporary 
home, a hospital, and, in a central location, a building for dining 
room and kitchen connected by covered passage-way with main 
building. 


All these buildings are lighted with electricity and heated with 


steam heat from a plant on the premises, and are plainly but neat- 
ly furnished. 


In the main building the first floor contains hall, office, recep- 


tion room, parlor, library, correspondence, conservatory and sun 
parlor. 


The second floor contains rooms for the family of superintend- 


ent and dormitories for Inmates who require much care. 


The hospital is under the care of a board of physicians and 


trained nurse, who are elected by the board of managers. 


The children's cottage has a matron in charge, and here the 


little ones are cared for in the name of One who said, "Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me." 


A sunny room is set apart for school room, and hero a trained 


teacher daily conducts her classes, following the plans used in 
public schools. A happy hour comes .for all, when,, each after- 
noon the children are taken to the main building in winter and 
to the wide porch in summer, and the aged inmates given a glimpse 
, 


of child life. Many a boat is made by aged hands for some little 
lad, and many a woman thinks again of the time long ago as she 
mends a broken dolly. 


All applicants must be vouched for by two citizens of El Paso 


county, before their application may come before the board of 
admission, which is composed of five representative men and 
women of El Paso county, appointed by board of management. 


All inmates are required to keep their rooms: in good condi- 


tion, and are given assistance if they are notable to do the neces- 
sary work. They are expected to be courteous to,their comrades; 
are given latitude in choice of wearing apparel; must be punctual 
at meals; must retire at given hour, and all who are able are 
requested to attend service which is conducted on Sunday by 
resident chaplain or by visiting clergyman. 


All doctrinal teaching is prohibited. 
No inmate shall leave the home grounds without permission 


from those in charge. 


Visitors shall be welcome at any time. 
An inmate may leave the home at any time when he (or she) 


is again able to 'earn a living.

An inmate guilty of immorality shall bo dismissed from tha 


home and given into care of county commissioners. 


An especial ruling for cottage homes Is "a. family in distress 


may, for a short time, occupy a cottage, and necessary supplies 
may be furnished them; thereby giving them a home life, pro- 
viding they make careful use of all property. 


"Such cottages are to be regularly inspected by superintendent

BEES, BIRDS^ND BOARS 


Natural History Contained in a Very 


Hare Book Which Was Published 
160 Tears Ago. 


It is interesting to know that among 


some country folk the curious Idea still 
prevails that with the master die the 
bees. Somebody tells me that instances 
of this have been noticed of late. At 
a sale of the-humble effects of a vil- 
lager lately dead two or three hives of 
bees In old straw keeps were to be dis- 
posed of, but'when they came to be ex- 
amined It was found that all the bees 
were dead. 
A coincidence of this kind -will prob- 
ably keep alive superstition in that vil- 
lage for generations to come. 
Some surious specimens of folk lore 


and natural history are contained in a, 
rare book, called "The Sportsman's Dic- 
tionary," to which C. M. Woplsey has 
drawn my attention. 
This was pub- 
lished a hundred years ago. The'author 
wus evidently a Philistine among Philis- 
tines In his attitude toward nature. 
Of the master musician, the black- 


bird, he says: 
"This bird is known to all persons, 
artd Is better to be eaten than kept, be- 
ing much sweeter to the palate when 
dead and well roasted than to the ear 
while living. Sings about three months 
in the year, or four at most, though his 
song is worth, nothing; but if he be 
taught to whistle he Is of some value, it 
being very loud, though coarse." What 
an ear and mind! 
And here is a story of the squirrel 
with the ring In it of the seventeenth 
even more than the eighteenth century. 
It reminds one of the hares of Izaak 
Walton, that changed their sexes once 
a year:

"If what is reported of them be true, 
the admirable cunning of the squirrel 
appears in her (where we commonly use 
•his' when the sex need not be specified 
our ancestors often used 'her') swim- 
ming or passing over a river, for when 
she is constrained by hunger so to do 
she seeks out some rind or small bark 
of a tree, which she sets upon the water, 
and then goes Into if. and, holdine up 
her tall like a sail, lets the wind drive 
her to the mouth to prevent bein? fam- 
ished by the length of the voyage." 


Of the wild boar we have this: "Arid 
what place so ever he bites,^ whether 
man or dog. tho hent of his teeth causes 
inflammation In the wound. If. there- 
fore, he does but touch the hair of a. 
dog he burns off: nay, huntsmen have 
tried the heat of his teeth by laying 
hairs on them «s soon as he was dead, 
and they have fhrjveled up as If touched 
with a hot iron:"—(London Express. •

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MORGAN CRITICISES 


PRESIDENT'S MOTIVE 


"Washington. Nov. :M.—The Fanamaj^la and gratification of personal ambi 
canal question was again the leading 
topic under consideration by the sen- 
ate today and Mr. Morgan was again 
the speaker of the day. He continued 
his review of the history of the efforts 
to secure an isthmian canal and de- 
clared that to the president's ambition 
to secure the credit of an unique ad- 
ministration must be credited the fa- 
voritism manifested by him toward the 
Panama route. He'aaaerted that Presi- 
dent McKinley had favored the Nicar- 
agua line, and this statement was chal- 
lenged by Mr. Harina who said he 
knew of his own personal knowledge 
that Mr. McKinley had urged the most 
careful investigation 
-• after 
^ho 
had 
learned that the Panama canal prop- 
crtywas available. ' 
The question of committee assign- 
ments was again postponed, as was 
also' the motion to -iMsb'onsicler the vote 
on the Newlands joint resolution con- 
cerning the annexation of Oubn. 


Governor Morrison: ,of Idaho 
was 
among the visitors on the floor of the 
senate today. 
' 
Invitation, for, Louisiana. 


Immediately .after the convening of 
the senate today President 
pro tern 
Frye presented an. invitation from the 
governor of Louisiana, inviting the sen- 
ate to attend the ceremonies incident to 
the celebration of the; one hundredth 
anniversary of the transfer of Louisi- 
ana territory to the United State?. He 
nlso refrred to a question raised yes- 
Icrday as to whether concurrent reso- 
lutions of congress require the approval 
r>f the president in order to render them 
operative. He said that It had been the 
practice to send such resolutions to the 
president but he read.the provision of 
the constitution bearing on the subject 
which makes no distinction between 
concurrent resolutions and joint reso- 
lutions and remarked that he i.Id not 
know how congress had been able to 
escape from the .constitutional require- 
ments.

The suggestion from the chair led to 
a discussion of the'point by Senators 
Spooner, Teller, Hale, Platt (Ct.) and

Morgan's Speech, Continued. 


Mr. Morgan was tlien recognized to 
Continue his speech, on the Panama 
canal question. As on yesterday he 
sharply criticised the course of the ad- 
ministration and of others who oppose 
the Nicaragua, route. 


As to Panama the senator said, an 
elaborate treaty had been prepared, a 
commission sent here and then sent 
back again to create a government with 
.power to ratify a treaty. He charged 
that the treaty with Colombia had been 
drawn largely by a corporation lawyer. 
Canal Report Criticised. 


Speaking of the report of the Isthmian 
canal commission favorable to the Pan- 
ama route, Mr. Morgan characterized 
that report as "the dynamite that has 
rent in twain the Republic of Colom- 
bia." He said further that the report 
ivas a desperate adventure. He declared 
that if Mr. McKinley had lived the pro- 
tocol with Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
ivould have been observed. 
"But he is dead" th? senator went on, 
"and a new Richmond comes upon the 
Held and he seems not to feel the obli- 
gation of good faith when a more en- 
ticing feeling for a unique administra- 
tion breaks upon the vision of this am- 
bitious spirit." He declared that it was 
President Roosevelt's ambition to have 
nil the glory of constructing the canal 
for his own administration. "Has the 
president," he asked, "any excuse for 
Jiis failure to carry into effect the agree- 
ment with Nicaragua anrl Costa Rica 
unless it be resentment toward Colom- 


tion which the law deprives him of th 
further power to indulge? \Vhateve 
the incentive he will inn to 
people with him In his wild and Inex 
disable raid." 


No Reasons of State. 


No plea of "reasons of state" woul 


be acceptable, for, said he, "reasons n 
state are out of place in a republic, and 
are regarded only as the plea of n. ty 
rant." In abandoning the McKlnlej 
policy, Mr. Morgan declared, the presl 
dent had destroyed the rights nlreadj 
acquired at much time and expense. 
He declared that Colombia had levied 
blackmail to the extent of $7,000.000 am 
that, acting under the instructions o- 
the president, the secretary of state hat 
entered into an agreement that might 
make it possible to collect on the levy 
Only the eagerness of the ambition of 
the president, he said, could have sup- 
plied the fulcrum for this transaction. 


At this point, and after having spok- 


en for two hours, Mr. Morgan requestec 
the privilege of taking his seat while 
he continued his delivery. There was 
no objection. 
Marroquin Denounced- 


Mr. Morgan reviewed at length 4.he 


Colombian revolution, declaring that 
Marroquin's triumph was due not to 
his own prowess but to the assistance 
of the United States. 


'AH roads that the president travels" 
he said, "lead to the Panama canal, 
but some of his discreet friends should 
caution him not to burn the bridges be- 
hind him." 
That war had. he said, deserved the 
condemnation of ail Christendom be- 
cause of the brutality of Marroquin's 
•onduct -and yet notwithstanding this 
condition was such as would have done 
discredit to the bearer of :i scalping 
knife or a tomahawk, the United States 
was the ally of that leader throughout 
the conflict. He referred especially to 
Marroquin's confiscatory decrees and 
said that President Roosevelt must have 
mown of them. 
At this point, and after speaking for 
three hours, Mr. Morgan concluded his 
prepared speech by saying that he had 
no objection to the adoption of the mo- 
tion to make the committee assign- 
ments, which motion had been utilized 
by him as the basis for his speech. 
Hanna Makes Correction. 


Mr. Hanna challenged the statement 


of Mr. Morgan that President McKin- 
ey had been favorable to the Nicara- 
gua route. 
I know of my own personal knowl- 
edge" said ne, "that when, in 1899 it be- 
came known that the Panama com- 
pany's property could be purchased, he 
?ave the question serious consideration 
and investigation and at his instance 
provision was made for an approprla- 
ion of $100,000 for the investigation of 
all routes. That this request was made 
jecause of his interest in the Panama 
proposition I know of my own personal 
knowledge. President McKinley had de- 
cided to follow the recommendation of 
his commission, and that is what the 
present 
executive is doing. So that 
ther« has been no change in policy." 
Mr. Morgan replied that he had spok- 
en only from the public record of Mr. 
McKinley and not from knowledge of his 
privato views. "I know" he said, "that 
he entered into compacts with Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica to secure the Nicar- 
agua route and there is no record to 
show that he changed his mind." 
Mr. Hanna—It is incorrect to say that 
Mr. McKtnley preferred Nicaragua, I 
know better. It was only the high price 
of the Panama property that deterred 
him. 
At tho request of Mr. Spooner, the 


vote on the committee assignment mo- 
tion and also that on the motion to 
reconsider the vote to refer the New- 
lands resolution were postponed until 
tomorrow. 


At 4:10 the senate went into executive 
session, adjourning a few minutes later. 


BIG DEMONSTRATION BY THE 


BRITISH FREE FOOD LEAGUE 


London, Nov. 24.—The Duke of Dev- 


dnshiro presided and was the principal 
speaker at a great demonstration in 
Queenshall here tonight under aus- 
pices of the Free Food league. It was 
the duke's first public 'speech since his 
resignation as lord president of the 
council and the first really important 
meeting of the Free Fooders as an off- 
set to the active propaganda of the tar- 
iff reform league. The hall was packed 
and the. prominent personages 
were 


given a tremendous reception. Among 
those present were the duchess of Dev- 
onshire. 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh 


Chas. T. Ritchie, Sir Michael Hicks- 
ueach, Lord Hugh Cecil, Lord Lytton 
and a number of the leading members 
of the House of Commons. 


The Duke of Devonshire outlined the 


object of the constitution for the Free 
Food league which he pointed out yas 
formed a few months before the gov- 
ernment's declaration of its fiscal pol- 
Jcy and therefore could not have been 
formed for any purpose of hostility 
to the government. 
There might be 


differences of opinion concerning the 
extent to which retaliation might legit- 
imately go. 
Some members ot the 


league were not altogether opposed to 
some form of protection, but they were 
all united and prepared to resist to the 
utmost the imposition of any protective 
taxation on food. He claimed the right 
to oppose anything in the nature of a 
return to protection. 


Prolonged 
cheering followed this 


statement of the duke. 


Continuing the speaker 
said 
that 


while the fiscal policy was not yet a 
party question, there was nothing 
which the advocates of the scheme like 
better than a general election which 
would turn on this question alone. 


This reference to Jos. Chamberlain 


was greeted with mingled cheers and 
hisses. 


The duke said th.e meeting was one 


of unionists trying to urge the govern- 
ment of the danger of taking a certain 
course and the expediency of resisting 
a certain course. It was not the poucy 
of the unionist government which was 
before the country. The public liked 
a clear issue and such an issue had 
been placed before them by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, who left the government in 
order that he might be free. 


Cheers and hisses again followed thla 


mention of Mr. Chamberlain. 


RATHBONE WILL CONTINUE 


HIS FIGHT AGAINST WOOD 


Washington, Nov. 24.—Two sessions 
were held today by the sub-committee 
.of the senate committee on military af- 
fairs which is investigating the charges 
against General Leonard Wood, nomi- 
inated by the president to tie a major- 
general. An adjournment was taken 
until 11 o'clock Friday when Major 
Kuncie will be the first witness. 
It was stated at the close of the last 
session i,that probably more than two 
weeks would be occupied in hearing the 
witnesses the committee already has 
determined to summon. Then, if, as is 
generally believed, a 
committee Is 
named to go to Cuba, an adjournment 
probably will be taken until some time 
next March, which IB considered the 
best time to visit the island. Opponents 


of the confirmation of General Wood 
openly express the opinion that the 
military affairs committee will report 
the nomination favorably to the sen- 
ate, but declare that when this course'ia 
taken some charges will be presented 
to the senate which the committee haa 
excluded from the testimony. 
From the attitude of senators opposed 
to the confirmation of General Wood it 
is certain that a demand will be made 
for the appointment of a sub-commit- 
tee to go to Cuba to inquire personally 
into several of the charges. 


Major Rathbona today reiterated his 
determination to go to Cuba< at the 
same time for the purpose of pointing 
out sources of information which form 
the basis of many of his charges.

Adjutant General Sherman Bell, 
in Denver, stated that a large amount 
of evidence had been secured for the 
trial of the men suspected of the out- 
rage at the Vindicator mine. 


A telegram was received today from 


the manufacturers of the pistol found 
n the Vindicator mine, he said, which 
stated that the revolver In question 
was sold to a hardware firm of Tellu- 
rlde, Colo. General Bell added that one 
of the men suspected of complicity la 
:he explosion recently wont to Cripple 
3reek from Tellurlde. 


The general also stated that infernal 


machines ready to be explode had been 
ound in two other mines and that 
here was positive evidence that the 
plot included five mines In all.

Cripple Creek, Nov. 24.-^An~lmpor- 


ant clew which may aid materially in 
he conviction of those who perpetrated 
he infernal machine outrage In the

o have been used to fire into the pow- 
er which caused the explosion as It 


was picked up In a much demoralized 
ondltlon near the shaft.

Accompanying tho coroner and jury 


to the sixth level were Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Cole, Attorney Snm B. 
Crump for the Mine Owners' associa- 
tion, several employes and stockhold- 
ers ot the mine, State Commissioner 
of Mine Lyman S. White, Inspector 
of Mines McCarthy, and one or two 
friends of the deceased. 


Johnson's Testimony. 


Johnson's testimony was graphically 


Illustrated to the jury, the wlttless 
showing the exact location and posi- 
tion in which he found the injured men 
shortly after tho accident.

Another Possible Clew.

of the accident into the drift, showing 
lhat the wearer had probably retired 
in that direction for the purpose of 
aiding, as there is no egress to the sur- 
iace -through this drift.

Important Testimony. 


The most important witness exam- 


ined was Shift Boss Connelley. Con- 
nelley was called at the time of the 
explosion from his home, where he was 
asleep and arrived at the mine a few 
moments after the news had reached 
the surface. 
In his examination he 


stated that power had been taken to 
the eighth level at' the commencement 
of the strike, when the mine was shut 
down, but as soon as the company re- 
sumed it was brought up again and 
placed in the magazine. 
He thought 


that McCormiek had grown a little sus- 
picious recently over conditions In the 
mine, as two guards had been placed 
around the surface the night before. 
He further stated that he had heard 
remarks that had been made around the 
town of Independence, one of which 
was that Turleau had been warned not 
to go to work on the Vidlcator; also, 
some one else had said that there 
would be something going on at the 
Vindicator soon. He was of the firm 
opinion that the pc-wder was placed 
on the sixth level for the purpose of 
kllllnk someone or destroying the prop- 
erty. 


The powder used was of the Judson 


brand, and quite different from that 
used by the Vindicator mine.

SIB, JOHN MAPLE SUCCUMBED TO 


A COMPLICATION OF DISEASES. 
HE EXPOSED THE REMOUNT 
SCANDALS. 


London, Nov. 24.—Sir John Blundell 


Maple, Bart. M, P., la dead. He was 
born in 1845. Sir John for a long time 
has been suffering from Bright's dis- 
ease and heart trouble. 


The deceased baronet was a typical 


figure in this busy age. He was with 
equal success a business man, race 
horse owner, country squire and mem- 
ber of parliament. At the age of six- 
teen he commenced business In his fath- 
er's small furniture shop, which grad- 
ually developed into its present huge 
proportions. His title was a reward for 
political services 
to 
the Unionists. 
Hardly an election has been held in the 
metropolis for many years without Sir 
John personally driving voters to the 
polls in a four-horse coach. His expo- 
sure of the remount scandals in the 
South African war was one of the earli- 
est movements' towards the reform of 
the war office. 
Few men played a more prominent 
part in the racing world than did Sir 
John Maple in the last two decades. He 
headed the list of winning1 owners In 
1902 and had the largest racing stud in 
the United Kingdom, but the aristocrat- 
ic jockey.club persistently denied him 
admittance, presumably on acount of 
his connection with business, until last 
September when It was already known 
that his illness must be fatal. 
Sir John gave large sums in benefac- 
tions notably $600,000 to the University 
college hospital. .His only child i? the 
wife of Baron Von Bckardsteln, first 
secretary of the German embassy in 
Ijondon.

WINCHESTER'S SUIT OVER 


DOCTOR-JACK POT STOCK 


Denver, Nov. 23f—A fight which will 
cost a fortune 'to the principals, no 
matter which side wins, has been begun 
In the district court. Joslah Winchester 
has asked a judgment of $253,444 against 
•Al^E. Carleton, Herbert Warne and J. 
J. Welcher. This is one of the results 
of the famous Doctor-Jackpot mining 
litigation that followed the rediscovery 
by Winchester of the lost Doctor ore 
shoot, and the consolidation of the Doc- 
tor and Jackpot properties, in Cripple 
Creek. 


In the organization of the Doctor- 
Jackpot Consolidated Mining company 
and the allotment of shares to the var- 
ious Interests, Winchester received 600,- 
000 shares for turning over his lease on 
the rich shoot and for other things he 
did. Mr. Warne then began suit against 
him for a portion of the stock, claiming 
It on verbal contract for services ren- 
dered and money advanced. The entire 
Winchester block of stock was attached 
and tied up by Injunction issued out 
of tha district court at Cripple Creek. 
Later 600,000 shares were released and 
finally upon hearing the case on it» 
merits the entire block was handed 
back to Winchester. 


But while the unmbet* of shares was 
the same the number of dollars repre- 
sented wag about one-eighth as many 
and a fortune which Winchester might 
have availed himself of had he been 
free to sell at pleasure was lost to him 
forever.

FRENCH ATTITUDE TOWARD 


THE NEW PANAMA REPUBLIC! 


Paris, Nov. 
23.—Foreign 
Minister 
Delcusae addressed 
the 
chamber of 
deputies today in reply to questions re- 
garding foreign affairs. He opened 
with a statement in reference to the 
Panama question, and said: 
' 
"I am asked for Information concern- 
•ing the action of France. Here is what 
has been* done. Having received noti- 
fication that Panama had constituted 
herself an Independent republic wo had 
only to consider, the necessary condi- 
tions for the maintenance of order 
what guarantees she offered. 
From 
the French point of view we have not 
been without apprehension for some 
time. It has been said at Bogota for 
several months that the decision of the 
Colombian government prolonging the 
c»nal concession was open to dispute 
and that In 1904 the concession might 
be declared to have lapsed. If this 
theory had ever been put forward of- 
ficially we would not have accepted it 
It was our strict duty to demand tho 
republic of Panama) assurances that all 
French interests including the canal 
concession be respected. 


"This assurance has been given us in 
decisive form, the following being the 
textual form of the promise: 
" 'The republic, of Panama solemnly 
expressly and definitely pledges itself 
to vigilantly protect French interests 
und to maintain and interpret in their 
widest sense the contracts made before 
November 3, which referring to the 
isthmus follow the tra-nnml,sston of sov- 
ereignty and bind the independence of 
Panama. All these contracts arc main- 
tained notably tho contract prolonglm: 
the concession until 1910.' " 


M. Delcasse continued: 


.n"V^?er thuse roncllt'°ns wo hnrl nnlv

United States and permit our agents to 
enter into relations with all the agents 
of the new republic." 


The declaration of the foreign minis- 
ter was received with applause 


M. Delcasse then described the condi- 


He said the rem- 
edy for the abuses complained of v;is 
to accord Macedonia .reforms 
wliirli 


can be applied to tho entire popula- 
tion, without distinction of race or 10- 
llgion, and to extend to every individ- 
ual protection and the unjoymcnt of 
the fruits of hla work. The reforms 
must be controlled closely. Europe, if 
necessary, would bring relief and pro- 
vent new revolts*. Russia and Austria 
had been chareod to enforce tho pro- 
gram. 
In relation to Slum, M. DH- 
casse said the government was tloiuff 
everything possible to arrive at a pa- 
cific: understanding.

Hewett's Turkeys. 


John Hewett used to bring In -the 


turkeys, from bin ranch, and

N .10. Parker, one of the oldest pio- 


neers of El Paso county, said: "The 
first Thanksgiving I spent in Colorado 
was somewhere in the neighborhood ot 
where Julesburg now stands. 
That 


was in November, 1860-43 years ago. 
I was bringing In an ox team from 
Valley Forks, Kansas, to Denver and 
ve had 12 teams in all. 
It was Thanksgiving every day with 


us; that is, I mean we ate the same 
irub on that Thanksgiving as we had 
or many weeks past and our meal 
consisted of bacon, baked beans, bread 
of aur own cooking, and ceffee. I *» 
lot remember whether we had sugar or 
lot as for the most of the time we went 
vithout any sweetening, ^es we haa 
some buffalo meat which we had kille-l 
several days before at Ft. Kearney and 
farther east. The buffaloes existed by 
he millions in that land: they used 
to crow the Republican and Platte riv- 
ers ea«t of Ft. Kearney going south- 
ward for the winter and I remember 
thnt for davs we drove through great 
lerds a id at no time were out of range 
of Ihe.

a Rhode Island Turkey Farm, to the

Two days before Thanksgiving, for tho 


last thirty years, a neat wooden box 
[ins been placed on board the train at tho 
Westerly (R. I.) station bearing the print- 
ed direction, "To the President, Wash- 
ington, D. 13." 
In the upper left hand 


corner Is more orbited intormatlan lo the 
effect that the box Is sent by "Horace 
Voso, Dealer In Horses, Hogs and Poul- 
try." 


In November. 1S73. when the first box 


was sent on its way from the Westerly 
station, Ulysses S. Grant was in the 
White house, and that box contained tho 
turkey which graced the presidential table 
at thfi- Thanksgiving feast.

General Sheldon Remembers a Me- 


morable Thanksgiving in, Colorado 
in 1861. 


Gen. 
Alblnus Z. Sheldon of Colorado 


City, remembers his first Thanksgiv- 
ing In Colorado, as the most interest- 


ig. 
"It was in the fall of 'til, and among 


those who participated in the celebra- 
tion of that year, were Malanchton b. 
Beach, Dr. James Garvin, who has since 
passed 
beyond, and 
John 
Price, a 


nephew of General Price, the rebel lead- 
er of Missouri. In those days, wild tur- 
keys were plentiful, and Roland Mor- 
row and I went to Cheyenne canon to 
get ours. We shot one apiece, my tur- 
key being without a doubt, the larg- 
est one I ever saw; it weighed 31! pounds 
after It was dressed. It was very heavy 
but I threw it over my shoulder ana 
we started for Colorado City.

AN INCREASED FLOW IN 


BIG DRAINAGE TUNNEL 


Cripple Creek Bureau 
Colorado Springs Gazette. 


Cripple Creek, Nov. 23.—The breast 


of the El Paso drainage tunnel is now 
getting well up towards the water 
course, and in the past 24 hours the 
flow of water has increased 500 gal- 
lons a minute, making a total of over 
3,200 gallons a minute that is now run- 
ning through the tunnel. This increase 
has made'every mining man jubilant, 
as at the present rate there is flowing 
from the watered area a total of 6,- 
608,000 gallons of water every 24 hours. 


Yesterday the flow was a little over 


2.700 gallons per minute, and the sud- 
den increase today of 500 gallons has 
made it necessary for the men pushing 
the tunnel 
forward to use 
rubber 


clothes. 


The mines in the watered area are 


feeling the effects of the tunnel and be- 
fore long many of the shafts can be 
sunk without Interruption of the ex- 
pense of pumping operations. The bl 
Paso tunnel will be constructed at a 
cost of less than $100.000 and will 
lower the water level some 230 feet. 
Experts have figured that it will cost 
at least $10.000 per vertical foot to 
handle the water heretofore, so it is 
readily seen that the amount expended 
is the very best investment the mine 
owners could make. 


Sinking on the Proper. 


Lessee Tillery. operating under lease

Owing to the distress that has been 


occasioned in the Rio Grande valley, 
in New Mexico, on account of the lack 
of sufficient water supply .during the 
Irrigation season, the geological sur- 
vey experts have decided to come to 
the relief of those sufferers. The recla- 
mation service of the geological survey 
is now engaged upon a preliminary in- 
vestigation looking to the amelioration 
of their condition. A number of storage 
propositions are under consideration, 
and a party of topographers, in charge 
of J. A. French, is making a contour 
map of the irrigable land in the valley 
in New Mexico.

A letter mailed In London on Wednesday 
Is compelled to wait until Saturday before 
It starts on.Us journey overseas and one 
mailed Saturday Is delayed until Wednes- 
day. 
It is true that when envelopes are 


marked "via American packet" letters 
will be sent on the American line from 
Southampton but comparatively few pep 
pie will take tho trouble to study the 
sailing schedules and to provide this spr- 
cial direction. 


Tho English papers have 
frequently 


criticised 
this system of sacrificing thr 


convenience of the business world to thi 
profit of British steamship companies and 
the London Express recently published a 
table showing that the postofflce authorl 
ties frequently sacrificed a day or even 
two by sending mails by such ships as th 
Saxonia and1 Ivernla 'when one of th 
crack American liners, as for example th 
St Louis or St. Paul, was sailing on th 
same day. Striking illustrations of thi 
delay have been afforded frequently when 
freight dispatched by the American line 
has been discharged in New York and 
the ship that brought It has reloaded and 
sailed for Southampton again before the 
bills of lading for the Import cargo have 
arrived by a slower British boat-one of 
John Bull's mail steamers. 


If the United States were to follow the 


British system It would ship all Its mall 
bv the vessels of the American line, which 
provide weekly sailings from New York 
to Southampton. So far from doing this, 
however, Uncle Sam Invariably sends out 
his mall by tho best available boats. The 
result is that mall is dispatched from New 
York five times a week Instead of twice 
as from England; and if a six-day boat 
is sailing on the same day with a nine-day 
boat the former carries the mall, wh ch 
is again In strong contrast to the English 
system. 
The United States authorities have un- 


dertaken to facilitate the movement of 
ocean malls by the establishment of sea 
nostoffloes on certain steamers In which 
postal clerks sort the letters and make 
them up In convenient packages as is done 
on ™uway mill cars. The British post- 
office never has joined In this effort, al- 
though the work of the sea postofflces 
freiiuently means a gain of from six to 
eight hours, sometimes even more, in the 
delivery of a letter. 
As a further Improvement In this direc- 


tion the United States officials of the 
postofflce have just arranged witli the 
American line to change Its sailing day so 
that hereafter Its ships leave New York 
on Saturdays Instead of Wednesdays At 
?he same time the White Star line, which 
has Its sailings on Wednesdays, will es- 
tablish sea postofflces on Its ships. A»_a 
result the Wednesday malls will be

JUDGE GRAY WILL 


ACT AS ARBITRATOR 


THE GBEAT DELAWARE JURIST 


AND THE CLAIM 
HE WILL 


HAVE TO ADJUDICATE FOR THE 
THE SANTO DOMINGO PEOPLE. 


Wilmington, Del., Nov. 24.—The news 


that Minister Powell had informed the 
state department that the government 
of Santo Domingo had agreed upon 
Judge George Gray of this city and 
Senor Galvan, a prominent Santo Do- 
mingan, as arbitrators in the dispute 
between that government and the Santo 
Domingo Improvement company, has 
awakened a lively interest in this city, 
the home of Judge Gray. 


The claim in dispute between the 


government of Santo Domingo and the 
Santo Domingo Improvement company 
amounts to $4,500,000, and dates back 
to. 1888. In July of that year General 
Marchena, the fiscal agent of the Dom- 
inican Republic, entered into a conven- 
tion with the great Amsterdam bank- 
ing firm of Westendorp & Co., which 
was duly ratified by the Dominican 
congress in October, 1888. Under this 
contract the Dominican government 
made a loan of $3,750,000, bearing six 
per cent, interest annually, the loan 
to run for 30 years. This loan was in- 
tended to repay, part in cash and part 
In bonds, all the interior debts of the 
Republic, to convert the exterior debt 
and also to meet other engagements 
and assist in 
the 
development and 


progress of the country. Westendorp 
& Co., were given the right to collect 
directly all the custom duties of the 
country, and the indebtedness was made 
a first lien upon all the customs re- 
ceipts and a mortgage on all the reve- 
nues of the Republic. 


Americans Involved. 


During 1892 negotiations 
were en- 


tered upon for the transfer of all the 
rights acquired by Westendorp & Co., 
to an American corporation. This was 
organized as the Santo Domingo Im- 
provement company, of New York, and 
in January, 1893, an executive order 
accepted the substitution, this action 
being ratified by the Dominican con- 
gress in March. Under this contract 
:he Santo Domingo Improvement com- 
pany undertook the collection of all 
:he revenues of the Republic and the 
devotion of them to the payment of all 
outstanding debts of the Republic. It 
continued to act under the contract 
until there was a default in the pay- 
ment of interest on the 
Dominican 


debt on April 1, 1899. Attempts were 
made to satisfy the creditors, but failed, 
and the Dominican government there- 
upon took the collection of the reve- 
nues out of the hands of the improve- 
ment company. 


Minister Powell was authorized by 


the United States to propose the sub- 
mission of the question to arbitration. 
This proposition was rejected by the 
Vasquez government in December last, 
but in January of this year it was final- 
ly accepted. Soon afterward the Vas- 
quez government was overthrown, and 
that of General Wos y Gil was in- 
stalled. When Mr. Powell, in Septem- 
ber, informed the new government that 
the United States expected Santo Do- 
mingo to keep its engagements regard- 
ing the settlement of the improvement 
company's claims the Dominican for- 
eign secretary informed him that he 
did not recognize the agreement made, 
as congress had declared all the acts 
of President Vasquez to be Illegal and 
without effect. He agreed, however, to 
submit the matter for decision to the 
Dominican congress, and there the dis- 
pute rested for the time. 


Agreed to Arbitration. 


Now the government 
of President 


Wos y Gil has agreed to arbitration, 
and the arbitrators have actually been 
named. 
This 
engagement probably 


will be carried into full efect unless 
the present government should be over- 
thrown by the revolutionary movement 
under the leadership of ex-President 
Jiminez. The leader of the revolution- 
ary force which recently attempted the 
capture of the city of Santo Domingo, 
the capital, informed Minister Powell 
that the revolutionists would, if they 
gained control of the country, repudi- 
its any engagements entered into by 
the existing government. If the revo- 
lution should be successful, therefore, 
the entire dispute will have to be set- 
tled all over again.

FINANCING THE CANAL 


Further Legislation May Be Neces- 


sary for the Operation Before It Can 
Be Pushed Through. 


•Washington. Nov. 23. — A serious 


question , 'to which the leaders of both 
>olitlcal parties are 
giving careful 


bought, is whether the enactment of 
onservatlve .financial legislation may 
not be necessary when the canal pro- 
ect becomes an accomplish'ed fact and 
his government is required to expend 
50,000.000 in cnsh in accordance with 
he terms of the legislation enacted in 
he last congress, says the New York 
Tribune of today. This question is, of 
ourse based on the assumption that 
he United States will negotiate with 
'anama a treaty containing provisions 
and obligations corresponding to those 
ncorporated In the Colombian conven- 
ion.The bill passed by the LVIIth con- 
gress authorized the payment to the 
Panama Canal company of $40,000,000 
or its right, title and Interest in the 
'anama Canal and Railway and ap- 
propriated from the treasury whatever 
money was necessary to pay Colombia 
or her part of the transaction. 
The 
reaty with Colombia agreed to give 
hat country $10,000,000 for interests she 
hould turn over to the United States. 
Thus the payment of $50,000,000 was In- 
•olved before actual work on the canal 
was begun. For the construction of the 
anal after title had been secured the 
Spooner amendment provided for the 
ssue of United 
States 
bonds to the 


mount of $130,000,000 to meet any con- 
ingency. 
A recent statement of the available 
ash balance of the treasury depart- 
nent showed $223.144,399, of which sum 
173,328,464 was in the national bank 
lepositories 
througout the 
country. 


This leaves a total 
of 
$50,000,000 In 
he .treasury pj-oper. It has been held 
rom time immemorial that in order to 
meet all possible emergencies, at least 
50,000.000 should be in hand and, im- 
mediately available. Financiers believe 
lowever, that no danger need be appre- 
lended should the cash balance be re- 
duced to $4u,000,000, but this amount Is 
conslderfed a conservative'limit. Of the 
amount with national depositories and 
carried as a liability o'f tne^ treasury 
here is a large sum to the credit of 
disbursing officers. 
YVhllp this Smount 


could be materially reduced, it Is im- 
probable! under existing conditions; 
hat the treasury department could 
safely pay out more than $30.000,000 for 
canal purposes. This would leave $20.- 
000,000 which would, of necessity, have 
:o be withdrawn from the government 
deposits with national banks. 
Both 
Republican and Democratic 


eaders are giving to this situation the 
most careful consideration. The with- 
drawal of this enormous amount of 
money from circulation, it is thought, 
might disturb, to a considerable extent, 
he financial and business interests of 
the country. It is recalled that a re- 
cent threatened 
financial 
stringency 


necessitated the deposit of internal rev- 
enue receipts.In various banks and the 
acceptance as collateral of 
securities 


other than government bonds. In the 
opion of some of the ablest financiers 
such a stringency is likely to recur each 
fall and could not but be seriously aug- 
mented by the withdrawal from circu- 
lation of $20,000,000. 


Naturally this situation leads to the 
question. Would it be well to enact 
some form of legislation which would 
Facilitate "the process whereby national 
banks cap. Increase their own circula- 
tion, and thus render them capable of 
meeting any 
emergency which may 
arise as a result of extraneous demands 
on the treasury reserve? 


TEXAS TOBACCO LANDS 


Plans of a Chicago Syndicate to Carry 


Out L. H. Shelter's Suggestions a 
a Basult of Investigations. 


Houston, Tex., Nov. 24.—General Pas- 
senger Agent T. J. Anderson of the South- 
ern Pacific system states that plans have 
been practically completed wnereby a Chi- 
cago syndicate will purchase for about 
$3,000,000 valuable tobacco lands lying prin- 
cipally along the Dallas extension of th<> 
Texas & New Orleans railroad In the 
proved tobacco territory. It Is tho inten- 
tion to begin the cultivation of much of 
the land'Immediately. 


This scheme is one of the results of the 


investigations ma<le by L. H. Shelter of 
the agricultural department into the capa- 
bilities of east Texas soil for the produc- 
tion of a fine grade o£ cigar tobacco, lu 
this investigation Mr. Shelter has beer 
encouraged by the immigration depart- 
ment of the Southern Pacitlc system.
